Vancouver, July 5.— A Ircat quantity 
of so-called inside goveriftnont news is 
again published in the Province this even- 
ing, it is supposed on inspiration by Mr. 
Martin. The Province says: 

"The opinion that Mr, Semlin would 
nut inn he a suitable premier was so gen- 
eral early in the career of the new gov- 
eminent that the matter was put bluntly 
to Mr. Semlin, who agreed that in the 
near future when it was felt advisable, 
there would be a change of leaders and 
h'.« would step to one side. At this time 
Hon. Joseph Martin was the choice for 
leafier by a majority of those who bad 
ranged themselves under the Semlin ban- 
ner. Mr. Martin had enjoyed wide and 
remarkable experience as a legislator 
both in provincial and federal politics 
and he was known from one end of Can- 
ada to .the other as a man of unustiaJ 
character and tenacity of purpose. He 
was credited With many political coups 
and it was an accepted fact among all 
public men that he had few equals in 
Canada as a politic! general. 

"And, again, when Mr, .Martin was 
asked to accept a portfolio ia the Sem- 
lin government he consented because the 
feeling at the time was such that if be 
had refused a split in. the ranks of the 
party would have been inevitable and 
Mr. Semlin would have found it impos- 
sible to proceed with the tusk of gov- 
erning the country. At n caucus to 
which reference had already been made 
this fact was made clear and the under- 
standing was tacit that tire time was not 
far distant when the reins of ollice would 
fall into Mr. Martin's hands. It was 
for this reason that Mr. Martin told Mr. 
Semlin that he was only premier on suf- 
ferance and that if it had not been for 
his own forbearance in stepping Into the 
breach to save the party from disruption, 
he IMr. Semlin] would no) have been in 
the position he occupies to-day, 

"And still again some indiscretions on 
Mr. Martin's part, not in his public, but 
in his private capacity, have been made 
a basis for the schemes or those who 
sought his political downfall. It is a 
fact not generally known that Immedi- 
ately after the last election Mr. Cotton 
pulled the wires to have » Conservative 
caucus held in Vancouver at which party 
lines were declared for. Ever since this 
happened Mr. Cotton and Sir Charles 
Hibbert Tapper have been working to- 
gether to bring about this consumma- 
tion. 

"As is well known. Mr. Martin has 
been strongly in fi.vnr of having the 
terms of the lease of Deadman's Island 
carried out. Mr. Cotton on the other 
hand has opposed it with might and 
main and left nothing undone to block 
Hie enterprise. His reasons were of suf- 
ficient importance to make him feel safe 
in signing his own political death war- 
rant as far as the representation of Van- 
couver is concerned. In order that Mr. 
Cotton may bo' free to entry out Ms 
schemes, he felt it necessary that Mr- 
Martin should he out of the way. and for 
this reason prodded the Premier up to the 
point of asking Mr. Martin to resign."

Dallas, Texas, duly 5.— Deputy Sheriff 
Swearingen, of Austin county, made tile 
following statement over the long dis- 
tance telephone at Sen Icy to-day: 

" Relief has not reached the flood vic- 
tims in this section. Thirteen dead 
bodies have been- recovered near the 
town of Brookshire, thirteen miles from 
here- Forty-live persons above Sealey 
are reported to be missing and given up 
for dead. Seven were drowned to-day 
in a boat seven miles below SeaJey. 

" About -lt)0 persons are isolated on a 
small piece of land in the Brazos bot- 
toms, three miles from Brookshire. Sev- 
eral hundred more are similarly sur- 
rounded at San Philippe, three miles 
from Sealey. Unless relief can soon 
reach these two places, 800 lives will 
probably be lost. Many will die as it is 
from hunger, exposure and exhaustion. 

the water to-day is running through 
toe town of Brookshire, something never 
known before. The 05 lives reported 
lest here were within a radius of 20 
utiles and north of Sealey. We are 
completely isolated at Sealey, but this 
town is not in danger. Can't estimate 
the situation beyond the 'limits ] men- 
tion. 

"The whole face of the country is a 
sea. The channel of the Brazos river 
bus shifted about three miles, and the 
water here is 15 miles wide. Logs, 
bouses, lumber and railroad material, 
merchandise, live stock and other float- 
ing objects make it worth the life of 
rescuers to go to the relief of the endan- 
gered people, most of whom are negroes. 

"The railroads are destroyed for miles. 
An immense washout occurred on the 
Santa Fc south of Sealey this morning- 
litis cuts olT our last stand of railroad 
communication. The Missouri & Kansas. 
Kansas & Texas, the Gulf, Colorado & 
Santa Fe, and the Southern Pacific are 
all completely slopped. The weather is 
cloudy this afternoon, and more rain is 
feared."

ANGLOPHOBES AT BOSTON. 

Hold England Responsible for Philippine 
War and Demand Freedom 
For the Islands. 

Boston, July 5.— Senator "William 
Mason of Illinois. John Devov of New 
York, and George Fred. Williams spoke 
.'gainst an alliance with England at a 
Clan-un-Gnol meeting lust night. Reso- 
lutions expressing sympathy with Presi- 
dent. Kruger in the pending struggle in 
the Transvaal were adopted. 

Mr. Mason devoted most of his .speech 
lo an effort to show that the action of 
the United States in the Philippines was 
dm- primarily to England, and thai it 
was part of a plan carefully prepared by 
England to force this country into an 
alliance with her and make America de- 
pendent: upon her. He said next year 
political parties would have a plank in 
their pint forms declaring for the Philip- 
pines freedom." He said the administra- 
tion alone was responsible for the Philip- 
pine war. as congress had not. declared 
war. In closing he said: 

" We have no more right to govern the 
Philippines without their consent than 
King George bad to govern us without 
orr consent. If that is reason make the 
mo.-' of it." 

George Fred. Williams charged that 
the ncwspailers of the country were 
being edited in favor of .'in English alli- 
ance. 



BISHOP NEWMAN DEAD. 

Was Author of Interesting Works of 
Oriental Travel— Once Chaplain 
of Senate. 

Saratoga, N. Y., July 5'.— -Bishop New- 
man died at 3:80 this afternoon. 

Now York. July D. — Bishop John I 1 . 
Nowimin was born in New York city 
September 1, 1820. He was educated 
at Cuzenovin Seminary. He became a 
minister of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, and was for several years pastor 
of the Metropolitan ML E. Church, 
Washington, and chaplain of the United 
Stales Senate front 1800 to 1874. He 
was a member of the Society of Biblical 
Archaeology and author of " From Dan 
to Beersheba " and " The Thrones and 
Palaces Of Babylon and Nineveh," 
works of Oriental travel presenting ob- 
servations made on an official tour of 
inspection of United States consulates 
in Asia. He became pastor of the Mis- 
sion Avenue Congregational church In 
1SS2. He was elected a bishop at the 
general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church in 1888.

The tramp immediately 
pulled a revolver and shot .Mrs. Lane, 
death resulting almost instantly. The 
murderer then disappeared, and owing to 
tin' secluded portion of the town in 
which the tragedy occurred, it was some 
time before the news spread, and it is 
supposed the man escaped on a freight 
train. 

Every effort is being made by the 
authorities to-night. to capture the 
tramp. Attorney-General Cameron has 
wired all points to hi- on the lookout.

Detroit, July 5.— Skies which guru 
promise of probable showers greeted the 
loads at' Christian Eudenvor delegates 
wJio Backed into the city from every 
direction to-day, but Cor a July day the 
atmosphere was reasonably cool. The 
early delegates who hud,. travelled all 
night .spent most of the morning seeking 
their temporary homes and getting set- 
tled for the week. Street cars and 
Steamers carried thousands of the throng 
of si rangers, who employed the prcliiuin- 
ary tiny of the convention in seeing the 
principal points of interest in and about" 
the City of the Strait,. 

The annual business session convened 
shortly lifter noon. The president, Rev. 
Dr. I'm neis 10. Clark, in his annual ad- 
dress said: "The party of Christian 
Miideavor work lias hail a year of re- 
markable prosperity, very signally 
marked by the favor of God. Christian 
Endeavor has now so largely occupied 
the field that the phenomenal growth 
xeeorded in the early years of the move- 
ment cannot be expected. Nevertheless 
•lie growth has been very considerable, 
and the accession of a hundred thousand 
■to" our ranks, in the last twelve months 
is no small addition. 

•' I recently made a journey to the 
West Indies which was full of encour- 
agement anil hope. I found in the island 
of Jamaica very deep interest in the 
movement. In Cuba, too, I found the 
beginnings of Christian Kndcnvor anil 
a Very hopeful spirit and outlook for the 
future In other lands Christian En- 
deavor seems to be obtaining constantly 
a firmer foothold. Our British fellow 
Mudeavorers are looking forward with 
great anticipation to next year's exodus 
to London. In Germany and France 
Mild .Scandinavia the work has had con- 
siderable advance. In Spain, in spite 
Of the distraction of the war and the 
natural nntipiltliy to things American, 
the societies have all held their own and 
llaye increased in numbers. Russia 
,wliicU a year ago was the only country 
Without Christian Endeavor, has now 
been invaded by the movement, and we 
hear of our society almost within .the 
.Czar's household." 

"Our effort In behalf of universal peace 
and international arbitration nave been a 
great success. It lias received the hearty 
npproval of ninny of the greatest men In 
Europe as well as in America, and It has 
culled forth on two or three occasions tele- 
grams anil letters of approbation and grat- 
itude from the American pence eonunlsv- 
Sloncrs at The Hague. The spirit of bro- 
therhood, of national and International 
fellowship, of seeking after good and not 
tlie things pertaining to office anil station 
will, I believe, characterise the eighteenth 
national convention, and I pray Cod that 
Ills spirit may pervade every ai t of the 
Christian Endeavorers and the whole move- 
ment in all Its phases and forms of work 
the world over."

PROTECTLNC THE BIBLE. 

Copyright of the Revised Version Main- 
tained in an English High Court. 

London, Juno 24. — Mr. Justice Cozen s- 
Hardy had a solemn duty to perform yes- 
terday. He was invited to safeguard the 
purity of Holy Writ— or at least to pro- 
tect the copyright of the universities in 
I lie Revised Version, 

The Universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge employed a number of learned gen- 
tlemen to revise the translation, of the 
New Testament. The work occupied ten 
years, and it cost £20,000. The copyright 
became the property of the universities. 
Every year they permit other publishers 
to print tlie revised version, but the per- 
mission depends entirely upon their fa- 
\ or. 

Now. Messrs. Gill & Son, of Warwick- 
lane printed books containing extracts 
from the revised version, without seek- 
ing or obtaining the necessary license. 
Therefore the universities applied to the 
judge for an injunction restraining 
.Messrs. Gill from infringing their copy- 
right. 

Mr. A. Unroll. Q.C., for the univer- 
sities, explained that the grievance was 
with respect to three publications— the 
Gospel according to St. Luke and the 
Acts of the Apostles in two parts. These 
imblieatioiis gave not only the authorized 
version but the parts of the revised ver- 
sion wherein that differs materially from 
the other. 

For the defence. Mr. Eve, Q.C., argued 
that. Messrs. Gill's publication did not' 
injure the universities. They were de- 
signed entirely tor students, to show 
them, in cramming for examinations, 
where differences in text were to be 
found. 

Rev. Francis Marshall was called. He 
is the rector of Lineham. in Norfolk: he 
has been a headmaster and a vice-prin- 
cipal: and he prepared the defendants' 
"piratical books." He explained why. 
Some years ago the University of Cam- 
bridge' announced that credit would be 
given in their local examinations for 
knowledge of the revised version. As 
he was training boys for the examina- 
tion he gave each of them a cheap New- 
Testament, set them to mark tlie chiel 
alterations in the margin, and then to 
learn them bv heart. "And all I can say 
is." remarked Mr. Marshall, "that 1 
pitied the poor boys!" 

Mr. Marshall went on to discount the 
labors of the learned revisers. "<'";"" 
pare the revised version" he. said, "with 
the original. In St. Luke there are 25i8 
alterations, chiefly verbal. Of those I 
adopted 2:14. and of that number J0SI are 
to be found literally the same in older 
authorities, It is the same with tlie Acts. 
In the first part I adopted 175 alterations 
out of 1025, and of those 1" arc to Ill- 
found in the older books. In the second 
part I tool; IDS out of luuT, and of the 
408 only 71 were new." 

The revisers, be maintained, bad not 
done £5 worth of original, work among 
them, and three schoolboys colli 1 have 
done it as well. I Laughter.) 

But the judge was on the side of mo 
universities. He found that the defend- 
ants had clearly infringed the copyright, 
and he ordered them to hand over all the 
printed books in their possession and to 
print no more from the plates.

THE POLITICAL CRISIS, 

• If . patriotism, prevails above personal 

• considerations, it will be a fortunate 
thing for this province that the present 
political crisis has arisen. The opportun- 
ity now at hand is one such as has rare- 
ly been presented. The people are heart- 
ily sick of political bickering. They will 
hail with delight the formation of a 
government which will give the province 
a clean administration anil a progressive 

.policy. The opportunity has also come 
for the restoration of constitutional 

.principles to their proper place in the af- 
fairs of British Columbia. We hear 
, much nowadays of the right way of 

.playing the game of polities. There are 
many ways of doing it, but only one 
that is worthy of consideration, and it is 
that which takes into ax-count the wishes 

•<Sf tho people. The men, or coterie of 
men, who place reliance upon hole-In 
the-corner work will meet with disaster. 
Let what is done be done openly and 

.'above-board. There has been enough of 
intrigue. 

The views of the Colonist as to the 
.principles which should prevail in deter 
mining the policy of the government of 
this province must be well known, but 
.no harm can be done by restating them 
,It is utterly opposed to the dominance 
of any clique or section. It desires to 
see in oilice a government that will be 

• entrenched in the confidence of the peo- 
ple at large; so strongly entrenched that 
it will lie in no one's mouth to say that 
it is dominated by any single influence, 
no matter how important it m::y be. 
It desires to aid in placing in pow 
government which by the ability and 
personal standing of its members and by 
the comprehensive nature of its policy 
will be in n position to act independently 
on.. all questions; a government which will 
be in a position to insist if necessary 
upon the proper treatment of the prov- 
ince.at the hands of the federal adminis- 
tration, and at the same 1 time be able to 
urge our claims with some prospect 
success — in short, a British Columbia 
government, which will conscientiously 
devote itself to the advancement of the 
interests of our Imperial province. 

It .must be patent to everybody that 
wise .legislation is necessary if the great 
resources of British Columbia are to be 
developed and the people are to enjoy 
any large degree of prosperity. There 
must ljj; an end to law-making calculated 
to alarm investors and unsettle the 
minds of the people. The arts of the 
.demagogue have no place, or ought to 
Jiave no place, in our politics. Invest- 
ments should be encouraged and pro- 
tected, and at the same time those who 
have only their day's labor to put on 
the market should be shielded whenever 
it is necessary from oppression. We 
shall not go into detail on this point, 
but to avoid being misunderstood may 
add that these things will not be accom- 
plished by arbitrary legislation, but by 
laws learned on busihess principles and 
adjustable to the varied conditions to 
•wMch .they may be applied. The import- 
ation into our politics of the pernicious 
doctrine that labor and capital are an- 
tagonistic has dune harm enough al- 
ready. >Of all parts of the world, there 
is none where the workingman and the 
moneyed man have more interests in 
common or more to gain by acting in 
harmony than in British Columbia, This 
in a province where the opportunities are 
such that the wage-earner of to-day may 
be the employer of to-morrow; where 
there is no division in the population 
into classes, and where the man who at- 
tempts to create such a division should 
be driven out of public life. 

To this frank statement of policy 
add -an equally frank statement of the 
means of carrying it out. The object 
above pointed out can be reached read- 
ily enough, if those who have stood for 



MB, MARTIN'S CANARD. 

It matters very little to the Colonist 
bow the members of the late government 
wash their dirty linen. The operation 
promises to be sufficiently nauseating 
before it is finished. But there is a p 
lion of Mr. Martin's letter to Mr. Setn- 
liu which calls for some passing com 
meat, and that is his affirmation that 
Messrs. Semlin ami Cotton were parties 
to a scheme to establish in British Co- 
lumbia a government on purely Conser 
vative lines. We do not believe there 
is a grain of truth in this, and think the 
suggestion simply a characteristic one on 
the .part of Mr. Martin to rally to his 
support the Liberal element in the Infuse 
.and the country. In this he will igno- 
minlously fail. When the Liberals of 
British Columbia look for a leader they 
will select a man more acceptable to the 
government at Ottawa than the Attor- 
ney-General. 

The Colonist, has no reason to claim to 
be in the confidence of either Mr. Semlin 
or Mr. Cotton, but it believes it knows 
their views on this subject very well and 
that they are both opposed to introducing 
federal lines into the local arena. It is 
known to the Colonist that they ha 
•both expressed themselves very frankly 
on this point, and we shall ask some bet- 
tor proof than Mr. Martin's suspicions 
before believing that they have changed 
their minds. In this connect ion Mr. 
Martin mentions the names of Mr. llel 
mcken and Mr. Higglns. The Colonist 
knows Mr. Helmeken's views on this 
question very well, and has known them 
for a long time. Mr. Helmcken, as be- 
comes a native son of British Columbia, 
favors the formation of a strong British 
Columbia party, which will neither be 
under obligation nor hostile to the gov- 
ernment which for the time being may be 
in power at Ottawa. He realizes that 
British Columbia's interests are dearer 
to her own people than anything else, 
and that there is sufficient in tbe promo- 
tion of these to call for the best that is 
in our public men, without dividing their 
efforts by bolstering up or pulling down 
a federal ministry. As for Mr. Iliggins 
it is well known that he is wholly op- 
posed to the introduction of federal lines 
into local politics. Moreover, Mr. Mar- 
tin lias no warrant for asserting that 
Messrs. Helmcken and Iliggins would 
enter a government led by Mr. Semlin. 
In fact the whole suggestion is tbe 
clumsy invention of a discredited man. 



THE ATTACK ON SLll HIBB1SRT. 

The Times in the course of an article 
which is chiefly noticeable for its scur- 
rility, asks if any Conservative paper in 
Canada will claim that Sir Hibbert Tap- 
per has proved the case which he pre- 
sented to parliament in support of his re- 
quest for a judicial inquiry into the af- 
fairs of the Yukon. No Conservative 
paper will do anything of the kind, but 
every paper in Canada, Liberal as' well 
as Conservative, will admit that this 
failure is not his fault. Sir Hibbert did 
not profess to be able to prove his alle- 
gations on the floor of the house. If he 
had been able to do that, what would 
have been the sense in asking, for a judi- 
cial inquiry V He took tbe only mauly 
courso that a member could take. lie 
made certain grave allegations.* He did 
not. pretend to have a personal knowledge 
of the facts, but only that be had made 
such investigations as satisfied him that 
the statements made by him could be 
proved before an impartial tribunal- Sir 
Hibbert Tupper is a lawyer and a man 
of tin? world. lie knows that the best 
informed person, who relies upon the 
statements of ot tiers for proof of any 
given state of facts, may be disappointed, 
lie therefore took the very extraordinary 
but highly honorable course of undertak- 
ing to accept personally and politically 
the consequence of failure. That we may 
not lie accused of stating his undertak- 
ing in this regard too strongly, we quote 
die version of bis remarks printed in tbe 
Times: 



was presenting, and was not Ifonest in 
presenting it? No words of qualification 
are used. A partial failure to make good 
his indictment would be a forfeiture of 
his seat and his political future. What 
more can he asked of any one? But 
this proof was not to be given in the 
course of his speech. It was to legal 
proof, under oath, by competent witness- 
es, before an impartial tribunal. About 
the adequacy of any other kind of proof 
there might be quibbling. Sir Hibbert 
might have said that be would make his 
case good on the floor 'of parliament, 
under similar penalty, and it would al 
ways have to remain a matter of opin- 
ion whether or not he had done so. 
There would always be a chance to pro- 
tect himself from a whole or partial fail- 
ure. But he took no such cowardly- 
course. He made the charges, and bold- 
ly burned the bridges behind him. He 
said, in substance, that he demanded that 
the integrity of the administration 
of the Yukon should be passed 
Upon by a court on sworn tetiti- 
niony, that be himself would aid in tbe 
prosecution of the case, and that a ver- 
dict of acquittal of any of the accused 
should be considered by his fellow coun- 
trymen as his political condemnation. No 
man could make a more courageous offer. 
The government did not see tit to take 
up his challenge, but that is not his 
fault. He did his duty as an honorable 
gentleman. He might have done less, 
and still kept within what are ordinarily- 
considered the requirements of political 
warfare. He could not do more in re- 
sponse to the dictates of the highest 
patriotism.

But I waive'all, not only 
my seat in this parliament, but my right 
to bold oilice in my native country. I am 
prepared practically for all the pains 
ami penalties which are in tbe discretion 
of parliament. I am prepared for mor 
than that in order that great good may 
come out of the investigation, as it will 
come if the investigation is granted, and 
it is for the reason that benefit may come 
to Canada that I am prepared to incur 
the risk I have mentioned, great as it is 
to a man of even ordinary ambition, fo 
lowing failure in an important step o 
this character, that be disentitles himself 
not: only to the confidence of his coun- 
trymen in any public matter, but to the 
confidence of his sovereign in connection 
with any political preferment in the gift 
of the crown. 

We ask the most determined opponent 
of Sir Hibbert Tapper and • the Con- 
servative party if this is not the fearless 
language of «n honest and sincere man. 
Will any one cay that a man who made 
such a statement as this in bis place in 



A FEW MINOR POINTS, 

A good many questions were propound- 
ed to tbe Colonist yesterday which in- 
dicate that, there are some things about 
constitutional government not very well 
understood by most people. Here are 
some of them : 

Must Mr. Martin resign the Attorney- 
Generalship because Mr. Semlin has ask- 
ed him to V The answer is that he need 
not. He can legally hold office until dis- 
missed by the Lieutenant-Governor. He 
is just, as much attorney-general now as 
he has been at any time since his ap- 
pointment. 

Must tbe Lieutenant-Governor dismiss 
Mr. Martin if asked to do so by Mr. Sem- 
lin or a majority of the cabinet ? Not 
necessarily. He may refuse to accept 
the advice of his ministers in this partic- 
ular, which would of course leave them 
no alternative except to resign. 

Can the Lieutenant-Governor decline 
to accept any one recommended as a mem- 
ber of his cabinet by the Premier V He 
can and it rests with the Premier wheth- 
er or not such a refusal shall be regarded 
as an expression of want of confidence. 

Has the Lieutenant-Governor any right 
to consult bis personal predilections in 
regard to members of the cabinet '! He 
undoubtedly has. A ministry must l>os- 
sess the confidence both of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and tbe legislature. 

Does tbe resignation of a. premier carry 
with it tbe resignation of the whole mill 
istry V It unquestionably does in Great 
Britain, and most of tbe colonies, but 
there may be some doubt if under the 
peculiar phraseology of our constitution 
act this is strictly true of British Colum- 
bia. In point of fart it would be true of 
this province, because if tbe Lieutenant- 
Governor accepted the resignation of the 
Premier as such it would be bo'h ten- 
dered and accepted on behalf of the 
whole government. 

We may add that in the opinion of this 
paper the constitution act must be con- 
strued ia the light cast upon it by con- 
stitutional usage in the self-governing 
portions of tbe British Empire. Of itself 
it dues not give tbe province r espo«£iible 
government in so many words. It does 
• in effect, because it vests in tlie Lieu- 
nant-Governor and legislature powers 
formerly exercised by tbe Colonial Office. 
In working it out we have always con- 
tended that the principles of responsible 
government, as understood and practised 
in Great Britain, must be taken as a part 
md parcel of the act, and this not be- 
cause of anything in the act itself, but 
because those principle are innate in Brit- 
ish institutions.

The one topic of conversation yester- 
day among those who take au interest in 
the political affairs of the province was 
the request made by Premier Seinlin for 
the resignation of Attorney-General Mar- 
tin. It was discussed everywhere, and 
those supposed to have a little informa- 
tion had no difficulty in securing audi- 
ences. M.r. Martin spoke quite freely 
on the subject to everybody hut repre- 
sentatives of the Colonist, but the other 
members of tin? cabinet, all of whom 
were ill the city, had little or nothing 
to say. 

Mr. Martin spent the morning in visit- 
ing some of the men who fought hardest 
for his success nt the lust general elec- 
tion, and licensed them of being in a 
| conspiracy to get rid of him, and of hav- 
ing " talked " about him. In some case's 
it is understood he was told that every- 
body was talking about, him, including 
even his followers on the iloor of the 
house. Having relieved himself by 
"roasting" the men who put him in 
power— for it must he remembered thy", 
the Victoria Liberal supporters oC the 
present government demanded Vnat he be 
given a portfolio when tin; government 
was formed— Mr. Martin sal down and 
indited n letter t« Premier Semlin, 
This letter, together with the- Premier's 
formal note r'>quesih\g the resignation, 
the Attorney-General bud published be- 
fore Mr, Semlin had received it — or at 
any rate hud time to rend it. 

The formal request for the resignation 
was us follows:

Victoria, July :t, 1SH!>. 

Dear Mr. Martin: 

Yours of the 1st reached me tills p. in. 
In It you say you think It would be more 
satisfactory if I would pat In writing the 
ground upon which I asked you to resign 
your seat In my government,

your office. 

The discussion of executive matters out- 
side of the council and to parties not of 
the couucll. 

Your speech at the ItOBSlutld banquet, In 
which you threatened that an appropriation 
should not lie expended because some of 
those present had offended you.

(Signed) 0. A. SEMLIN. 

In his reply Mr. Martin verifies the 
accounts of the ••scenes" at the council 
meetings us published in tile Colonist 
from time to time, ami so strenuously 
denied by the government press. His let- 
ter follows: 

July 5, 1S90. 
Hon. ('. A. Kemliu, 1'reinler: 

Dear Mr. Semlin: Your letter of the :iril 
Instant, in which you give your reasons 
for requesting mo to resign, duly received. 

TI»C first reason Is my absence from my 
office. Allow me to point out tlint this Is 
the first occasion in which you have found 
fault with me for this, although 1 have 
from the very first attended to my private 
practice, and It has heel! understood that 
I should do -so. li has. I understand, not 
been considered In the past Unit the attor- 
ney-general fur the time being should give 
up his private practice, and If such a rale 
wore made it would, I think, be considered 
by nil that It would lie Impossible to obtain 
the services of a competent lawyer to act 
as attorney-general. Allow mi- to say. 
however, that my department Is in tlrst- 
class shape, and I am perfectly willing to 
have Its present state compared with that 
of any other department of tie' govern- 
ment. You are quite aware that that can- 
not he said of your own departmental 
management. If In your opinion the fall- 
are to manage a department Is a reason 
why :i member of the government should 
resign bis position, then I am surprised 
that you did not resign from the govern- 
ment when it became evident to everyone 
that you bad entirely failed to administer 
properly tin- department of lauds and 
works, and you had to admit this by eon- 
seal tug t.i a transfer to tin' department of 
provincial secretary. This transfer took 
place, as you are well aware, for no other 
reason except that you were utterly unlit 
to administer the department of lands and 
works. The matters In thai department 

bail got Into such a idltlou that the 

members of the government were unwilling 
to take any further responsibility with re- 
glinl In II, unless ynii gave it up. 

Your next ronsim Is thai I have discussed 
executive matters outside of the council 

and to parties not of th luncll, This 

charge has no truth in It whatever, anil I 
would be glad If you would furnish particu- 
lars of any such discussion. 1, think I am 
nwure, however, what you refer ito. I 
fancy It Is the discussion which occurred 
when the Vancouver delegation appeared 
before the government with regard to 
Dcndnmn's Island. What T did then was 
to Inform the delegation that the state- 
ments made at that meeting and prior 
thereto by the Hon. Mr. Cotton were In- 
correct, nnd tlint lie was simply expressing 
his own opinion, instead of the opinion of 
the government. He undertook to speak 
In the name of the government. You will; 
remember that In this connection Mr. Cot-; 
ton telegraphed Mayor Garden trluit the : 
government bud decided to det ermine the 
question or title to Ucndmnn's Island be- 
fore they considered what disposition they 
would make or It. You nre aware that the 
government bad never decided upon any 
such pulley, but in order to back u|i his 
position Mr. Cotton deliberately falsified 
the records of the council and was com- 
pelled by the council to amend Uie same 
and strike out from the records a statement 
to the above effect, as the same had never 
been agreed upon hy the council, nnd never 
should have been In the records. ft ap- 
pears to me Hint you would have been 
quite Justified In nsklng for Mr. Cotton's 
dismissal upon file above grounds. 

The last reason that you give la that at 
Kossland I threatened that an appropria- 
tion should not be expended because some 
present bad offended me. You nre aware 
flint you have never asked me for any 
explanation with regard to the correctness 
of the report In the newspapers of the 
Kossland matter, and In ashing for my 
resignation upon lids ground you assumed 
flint the newspaper reports were correct 
without calling upon me for an explana- 
tion. This It seems to me shows Unit you

Won't Resign.

are hnrd up for a reason to n8k for my 
resignation when you would fall back upon 
one of tills kind. I was probably Indis- 
creet at Uossland, nnd I should davo bc-en 
very happy to have given you n full ei- 
planatloii of what occurred there had you 
asked for the same, and I feel sure after 
bearing my explanation you would have 
felt that It Was entirely out of place to 
.request my resignation on a ground of that 
kind. 

Now, Mr. Semlln, having dealt with tlia 
three reasons given by you for asking my 
resignation, I beg to repeat In writing what 
I stated to you ou Saturday— that I did 
not propose to resign my position In the 
cabinet, and I charge that the reasons 
given by you are only pretences, and that 
yon have been Induced to nak for my 
resignation by Mr. Cotton, that you and 
Mr. Cotton have entered into a consplracy 
to wreck the present government and 
drive from It all the Liberals, with the 
idea of forming a Conservative govern- 
ment. 

I am Informed and believe that you have 
already uegotlated with Mr. nelmcken and 
Mr. Hlgglns with a view of their entering 
a government of this kind. I know that 
you have not consulted either Dr. McKecb- 
ule or Mr. Hume with regard to asking 
for my resignation. This contemplated 
course on the part of Mr. Cotton and your- 
self Is, in my opinion, a gross outrage upon 
the electors of this province. Dominion 
party linos were expressly Ignored by the 
late government and the present govern- 
ment parties In the last general election. 
While it nppear.i that there are in tha 
present house a majority of Conservatives, 
that Is a mere accident, and they were not 
elected as such. For you, therefore, to 
attempt to form a government which 
would depend for Its support upon these 
gentlemen who happen to be Conserva- 
tives would, It appears to me, entirely nul- 
lify the vote which took place on July 9 
last. I feel satisfied that your attempt to 
carry out a conspiracy of this nature will 
not meet with success. At any rate you 
can depend upon every effort being made 
by me to frustrate it, and I feel certain 
that the Conservatives of the province who 
voted for the late opposition will be en- 
tirely opposed to any such attempt. I 
have urged you to call the supporters of 
the government In the house together in 
caucus to consider the Deadman's Island 
question, which has created such an agita- 
tion In the city of Vancouver. I think 
that course should still be adopted, and I 
think In addition that It Is absolutely neces- 
sary now that our supporters should be 
called together to determine whether your 
course in calling for my resignation is In 
accordance with their wishes. If it is, I 
am prepared at once to resign, but I pro- 
test against your right to ask for my resig- 
nation. 

You are as a matter of ract the premier 
of this province, but you are well aware 
of (he elrcumstafices under which you ob- 
tained that position. At a caucus which 
took place of government supporters In 
Vancouver, shortly after the formation of 
the government, It was Intended that the 
members should elect the leader of the 
present government party. That caucus 
had been adjourned for that express pur- 
pose. In the meantime you had been 
called upon to form an administration, 
and had done so, as I contended, in defi- 
ance of your obligations to your supporters. 
When the caucus took place n motion ap- 
proving of your course was proposed and 
withdrawn, as It could get no support. It 
was Intended then that a vote should be 
taken as to who should be the loader of 
the party. You, however, stated that If 
you were not confirmed In your position ns 
premier, you would resign from the house. 
As at that time we had only a majority of 
one, we could not afford to lose a single 
supporter, and you were therefore In a 
position to compel us to accept your terms. 

In doing so you were distinctly Informed 
by a num'ier of members present that they 
only agreed to retain you as premier be- 
cause they were forced by your action to 
do so, and you were distinctly informed 
thnt the matter was simply allowed to 
stand until the party became strong enough 
to deal with the question upon its merits. 
You are, therefore, the premier of this 
province only by sufferance, and in de- 
manding my resignation you do not com- 
mand a majority of the supporters of the 
government In the house. If my state- 
ment upon this point Is correct, then. In- 
stead of me resigning from the govern- 
ment, It Is your duty to take that step at 
once. If you have any doubt as to 
whether my statement is correct or nut. 
thnt doubt can be dispelled by calling a 
caucus of the government supporters forth- 
with. Yours faithfully, 

.TOSICI'lI MARTIN. 

Mr. Martin, in an interview in the 
Globe, reiterated his intention not to re- 
sign; contending that the position of 
"premier" was not recognizt'il by the 
constitution, and if the Premier hap- 
pened to disagree with a member of his 
cabinet he could not request that mem- 
ber's resignation. 

" Mr. Semlin did not, consult his col- 
leagues," went on Mr. Martin; ■'In- 
acted on his own responsibility, or rather 
on the advice of Mr. Cotton, as Mr. Sem- 
lin is a weak man, and is governed by 
what Mr. Cotton says. 

"The whole thing is a conspiracy be- 
tween Mr. Semlin and Mr. Cotton. 
Cotton is one of those men who would 
rather stand behind a tree and push 
some one else forward to do his work. 

" As for the reasons Mr. Semlin gave 
for asking me to resign, it is most extra- 
ordinary that lie should have acted with- 
out over requesting me to give any ex- 
planation. I told him so plainly on 
Saturday." 

"It is very ridiculous for Mr. Semlin 
to charge me with neglecting my depart- 
ment after he made such n muddle of 
the lands and works department thai 
we had to move him into the much less 
responsible department of provincial sec- 
retary, and he is not even equal to carry- 
ing on that in an efficient way. 

" Tt is Mr. Semlin's place if anyone's 
to resign." Mr. Martin repented. "We 
only tool; him in as premier because we 
could not help ourselves. Mr. Cotton 
did not want him for premier any more 
than I did, for we could not afford, with 
only n majority of one, to do without 
him just then, ami bo threatened if he 
was not premier to kick over the whole 
apple •■art. What Mr. Cotton wants is 
to run the whole thing himself. 

"I never gave away any cabinet 
secrets," lie remarked, "but when I 
found Mr. Cotton making statements 
outside that were falsehoods, [ was 
forced to act myself right. 

"It is fill a conspiracy on the part of 
Mr. Cotton, for the Premier does just 
what Mr. Cotton tells him to do, nnd 
they want to get rid of me and put 
ECiggins and Hnxry Ilelnicken in the 
cabinet." 

Premier Still Sllenf. 

Even nf'er .no publication of the 
Vttorney-Gonern4'8 letter nnd interview, 
Premier Semlin did 1 not feel nt liberty 
to make n statement for publication. 
" Everything that has taken place," he 
Httid " wan enacted, at meetings of the 
executive, and we are sworn to secrecy 



as to what takes place there. I do not 
see how anybody could amkg it public." 

Asked as to whether he had anything 
to say in answer to what Mr. Martin 
had said, the Premier replied that he 
had just that minute glanced over the 
letter, and he said nothing in it -that 
called for it reply. .As "to what the next 
move would be, the Premier would not 
say. He, supposed that they would 
have to wait until the return of the 
Lieutenant-Governor,- and ho was afraid 
that would be some time. There would 
probably be n conference of the govern- 
ment's followers in the house. There 
was absolutely nothing in the statement 
that he wished the house to be divided 
on party lines. 

Prefer Controls Cabinet. 

Mr. CJarter-Cotton, who, according to 
the Attorney-General, is the arch-con- 
spirator, has a different opinion regarding 
the standing of the Premier to that 
held by the Attorney-General. When 
asked last evening whether anything fur- 
ther had transpired, and what would now 
be done, Mr. Cotton referred the inter- 
viewer to Mr. Semlin, adding, "The 
Premier controls the Cabinet." 

Like his leader, Mr. Cotton could not 
see that there was anything in Mr. Mar- 
tin's statements to reply to. 

Injudicious at Present. 

Vancouver Island's only representative 
in the cabinet, Dr. McKechnie, of Nanal- 
mo. thought the action of the Premier in 
calling for the Attorney-General's resig- 
nation was " injudicious at present." Dr. 
McKechnie would not go any further 
than this. He was sorry, he said, to see 
the existing unpleasantness, and hoped 
the mutter would bo smoothed over. 
Nothing to Say. 

The other member of the cabinet, Hon. 
J. Fred. Hume, minister of mines, had 
nothing whatever to say in regard to the 
situation. 

Mr. Ilkjrjlns Rises. 

When asked yesterday what ho had 
to say in regard to Mr. Martin's state- 
ment tli at he was in a conspiracy to get 
him out of the government, Mr. D. W. 
Higgius replied that he had 'written to 
Mr. Martin for the name of his authority 
for "that extraordinary statement." He 
exported an answer to-day, and when he 
received that he might have something to

BREAD FOUND IN POMPEII. 

Preserved for Eighteen , Hundred Years 
Undefthe Debris From,' • " . S' 
Vesuvius. 

From the Chicago Tmes-Herald. 

Suffers from Indigestion are advlBed to 
out stale bread; the staler the better, they 
are told. There Is In the museum at Naples 
some bread which ought to be stale en- 
ough for anybody. It was baked one day 
In August, 70 A.D., In one of the curious 
have elapsed since It was drawn "all hot" 
ovens still to be seen at 1'ouipell. 

More than eighteen centuries , therefore, 
and Indigestible from the oven.' So it 
may claim-, to be the oldest bread In the 
world. Yon may Bee it in the glass case 
on the upper floor of the museum. There 
several loaves of It, one still bearing the 
Impress of the baker's name. 

In shape and size they resemble the 
small cottage loaves of England, but not 
In appearance, for they are as black aB 
charcoal, which, In fact, they closely re- 
semble. This was not their original color, 
but they have become carbonized, nnd If 
eaten would probably remind one of char- 
coal biscuits. When new they may have 
weighed about a couple of pounds each, 
and were most likely raised with leaven 
as is most of the bread in Oriental coun- 
tries at the pronsant time. 

The popular Idea that Pompeii was de- 
stroyed by lava Is n fallacious one. W a 
lava stream had descended upon the city 
the bread and everything else In the place 
would have been utterly destroyed. Pom- 
peii was really burled under ashes and 
line cinders, called by the Italians lapilll. 
On that dreadful day In August, when the 
great eruption In Vesuvius took place, 
showers of line ashes fell first upon the 
doomed city, then showers of lapilll, then 
more ashes and more lapilll. until Pompeii 
was covered over to a depth In places of 
1,1 and even 20 feet. 

Other comestibles besides the bread were 
preserved, and may now be seen in the 
same room In the museum. Then 1 are 
various kinds of meat. Most Interesting 
Is a dish of walnuts, some cracked ready 
for eating, others whole. Though carbon- 
ized, like ail the other eatables, they have 
preserved their characteristic wrinkles and 
lines. 

There are figs, too, and pears, the former 
rattier shrivelled, and one would expect 
after all these years, the latter certainly 
no longer "juicy." But perhaps the most 
Interesting telle In tile room Is a honey- 
comb, every cell of which can be distinctly 
made out. It Is so well preserved thnt It 
Is hard to realize that the comb is no 
longer wax, nor the honey, honey. 

A piece of the ooinb seems to have been 
cut out, and one can Imagine some young 
Pompellan having helped himself to It, und 
sitting down to eat it, when he had to 
Jump up and fly for his life. One cannot 
help wondering what became of the piece— 
whether the young fellow took It with him 
and ate It as he ran, or whether he left it 
on his plate, intending to return for It when 
the eruption was over.

Complaint of Postal Neglect --Futal 
Accident-Hotel Seizure In Court 
-Claim Bonded. 



From the Cascade Itecord, July 1. 

BMDUE-BUILDKK KIIvIiEB. 

An unfortunate accident happened 
Tuesday morning, at one of the Suther- 
land creek bridges, three miles from 
town, by which one man, James Gi- 
rard, lost his life. 

About 8:30 o'clock a 12x12x11 bat- 
ter post was being placed in position, 
when it was noticed to start to fall. Gi- 
rard, who was near it, jumped, as he 
thought, to safety, but the heavy timber 
struck him on the back and head. A 
messenger was sent post-haste to town, 
three miles away, for surgical aid, but 
before he got back the poor fellow had 
expired. He died within 15 minutes af- 
ter the accident. Girard was a young 
man of 27 years single, and a native of 
Aruprior, Ontario, where his people live. 
He was well thought of by his fellow 
bridge-carpenters and employers, having 
worked on this structure three or four 
weeks, and before that ou the Porcupine 
creek bridge. The funeral was held the 
same afternoon, Coroner Smith not 
deeming an inquest necessary. Ou the 
bridge work was suspended the rest of 
the day. This is only the second fatality 
that 1ms occurred on Porter Brothers' 
bridge work, who- have been construct- 
ing bridges and trestles ou this line for 
10 mouths. No blame is attached to 
any one in either case. 

POSTAL, NEGLECT. 

The postal inspector in this section 
seemingly does not care a whoop whether 
mail sucks are delivered in Cascade 
promptly or not. The monthly cheque 
received by the stage company for car- 
rying mails is doubtless a welcome ad- 
dition to their excequer though not as 
large as it should be; if, however, it was 
lessened by about $5 for every time a 
mail sack was not properly delivered the 
concern would soon come to terms and 
do business in a businesslike way- 
something they have apparently yet to 
learn. AVhen a sack containing $:i,500 
•or thereabouts was lost a short time ago 
the department actually waked up and 
kept the wires hot till it was found. For 
the hundredth time — more or less— the 
attention of Inspector Dorman, Mr. 
Hewitt Bostoek and Postmaster-General 
Mulock is called to the sloppy, no-ac- 
count service being given this section by 
the Columbia Stage Company, in the de- 
livery of mails. 

CANNON BALL BONDED. 

Word was received this week that 
the Cannon Ball group of claims near 
the mouth of Baker creek, has been 
bonded by It. Dttlby Morfclll for a syn- 
dicate of capitalists, and that systematic 
■development will be inaugurated at once. 
This will be cood news for owners of 
Christina lake properties, who have all 
along been confident that the magnifi- 
cent showings would attract capital. 

The Cannon Ball group was located in 
1S90 by Eugene Short of Spokane, and 
lins been examined by several experts, 
among them being Mr. Morkill, the re- 
cent purchaser. The property has a 40- 
foot shaft, and assays of nearly $50 in 
gold, silver and lead have been obtained. 
The lend on the surface Is over S feet 
in width. As the new railway line runs 
through the group, transportation will 
bo inexpensive. 

THE HOTEL SEIZURE. 

Monday and Tuesday Justices Mc- 
Gregor, McCallum and Iloehussen 
heard at Columbia the case against . 
Messrs. Sutton, Gault, Kelly and Mills, 
for breaking into the Columbia hotel 
some 10 days ago. 

The defence was that the act wns 
done by virtue of a chattel mortgage 
given by Mrs. Fred. Brown, but the 
prosecution showed that the building was 
not in her possession at the time, but 
was held by the townsite owners. 

After duo consideration by the justices 
the defendants wore bound over for a 
higher court, in the sum of $1,200 each. 
The bondsmen who qualified were 
Messrs. Manley, Cummings, Davey, 
Biden and others of Grand Forks. The 
case has excited no little interest.

from the Toronto Mall and Empire, 

The government, through Mr. Slfton, the 
Impeached minister, formally declined yes- 
terday—and this for the second time — to 
submit the Yukon scandals to judicial In- 
vestigation. Never before has a Canadian 
administration so strenuously resisted en- 
quiry Into accusations brought against it 
or its officials. The Mackenzie govern- 
ment always yielded to the public demand 
for an examination Into -Its transactions, 
By the government which succeeded that 
of Mr. Mackenzie, Investigations wore In- 
variably conceded, and sometimes even de- 
termined upon before they were suggested 
by persons, political or otherwise, or by 
the public press. The moment It vras sus- 
pected that then 1 had been wrong-dong !n 
connection with the construction of the 
Lnolilnc bridge. Mr. Ilnggart advised his 
Colleagues to appoint an Impartial and 
liupilsltornl commission of enquiry, mid 
that advice was acted upon. Why should 
a different coarse— a course that Is at vari- 
ance with British precedent, with Cana- 
dian practice, and with common sense— be 
pursued now? Why should the Ingenuity 
and the physlcnl strength of the govern- 



ment be exerted in this particular cane to 
prevent the turning of the searchlight upon 
tlie world-rcnowued rascalities? How is it 
that Mr. Slfton, who spent nineteen thou 
sand dollars of public moi.ey In trying to 
prove that a hired . informer's story of 
ballot-box stuffing, was true, Is so economi- 
cal that he cannot spend rtve or ten thou- 
sand dollars In learning the truth about the 
Yukon, and In bringing the guilty piirtles 
to justice? 

Mr. -Slfton has given to parliament some 
of ills reasons. When the proposition was 
llvst made that Canada should offer to the 
world proof of her detestation of frauds 
such as have been charged, he called lus"- 
tlly for specific cases, and for " names." 
He has both now in abundance. But with 
tile charges and the names, Including the 
name of Mr. Slfton, staring 1dm straight 
in the face, lie professes to be still unaware 
that accusations have been made, or that 
names have been given. The moral tex- 
ture of the man who can read Sir Charles 
Hlbbert Topper's sweeping indictment mid 
yet not discover In It a single charge, or 
find in If a single name, not even bis own, 
although It sticks out so prominently. Is 
such as to relieve him altogether of any 
usplclon of undue sensitiveness. Hut Mr. 
Slfton, though morally disturbed by the 
accusations, knows full well what they 
mean, for whatever else his fault, he Is aot 
wanting in the mental quality necessary 
to a man engaged In defending such trnns- 
tlons as those to which Sir Hlbbert Tap- 
per so directly points. There Is a certain 
degree of skill, for example, In his treat- 
ment of his own case. Here Is u minister 
who has been giving out from Ottawa the 
most valuable franchises In the Yukon, the 
gold dredging leases, which favorites se- 
cure and then transfer to the companies 
they organize, at protlts to themselves 
ranging from $50,000 to $75,000, according 
to circumstances. Tills minister knows ab- 
solutely nothing of these lenses, and tells 
us that the fortunes that have fallen to 
the Drolets, the Merclers and the Gnerins 
have been conferred by a clerk In ids 
otTlcel His late law partner has dabbled 
in such leases, and, according to Sir Hlb- 
bert Tuppcr's Information, has Invited co- 
operation, declaring that the minister and 
Walsh were also interested with blm, hut 
that their names could not appear " for 
obvious reasons." A skilful Ignorance 
meets this case. The country is told Hint 
tlie law partner, A. B. Philp, of Brandon, 
has never had a gold dredging lease, al- 
though a document Mr. Slfton lias himself 
laid on the table of the house (sessional 
paper' No. 83, 1808, page 4) credits him 
with having reaped a twenty-mile grant 
of a river bed on Klondike creek, while 
the auditor-general's report acknowledges 
tlie receipt of .f'J.OOO from him as the price 
of tills concession. It Is to lie feared that 
Mr. Siftoifs objection to an investigation 
is not really founded upon tlie opinion that 
there are no charges and no names, but 
upon the knowledge that there tire too 
many of both, and that an impartial en- 
quiry would throw too much light upon 
tlie transactions of a Napoleonic politician 
and his entourage. At all events, what 
Mr. Slfton says he falls to see. tlie country 
sees very plainly. If ever a minister and 
his system were Impeached, Mr. Slfton and 
Ids system are Impeached in Sir Hlbhert's 
resolution. He Is charged with neglect of 
duty and maladministration. It is shown 
that when he opened his eyes to the Im- 
portance of the Yukon country, which had 
theretofore been honestly governed, he 
turned that region into a hunting ground 
for n batch of his hungry partisans, who 
combined hind-grabbing and money-making 
with their official duties. It Is added that 
to these men. In violation of the law of the 
land, he gave express authority to specu- 
late in public property, and that corrup- 
tion under ills regime became prevalent 
among high and low of the official staff 
until the. very name of the Yukon was a 
synonym for national disgrace. 

Specific charges are made by Sir Hlbbert 
Topper against the entire Slftonlan outtit, 
and, what Is more, Sir Hlbbert undertakes, 
at his own expense, if a judicial commis- 
sion be given, to prove them. Why Is it, 
let us ask again, that Mr. Slfton, Instead 
of courageously accepting the challenge 
thrown down to blm, slips away, pleading 
that the specific charges are not specific 
enough? Why Is It that this government, 
the government of clean men, Is the first 
government In our history to fight against 
an investigation into Its proceedings? If 
Mr. Slfton believed that Sir Hlbbert Top- 
per had no case against him, we can de- 
pend upon it that, Instead of resisting an 
enquiry, he would be demanding one. 

THE CONSCIOUSNESS OF GUILT 
from the Winnipeg Telegram. 
The defeat of Sir Ilibbert Tapper's 
otion for a judicial Inquiry into the 
Yukon scandals is not: very surprising. 
JL'he government Is aware that there is 
only too much foundation., for the spe- 
c'itic charges which Sir Ilibbert 
Tuprier has brought before parliament 
upon his responsibility as a privy 
councillor and a member of the House 
of Commons; anil its only course, 
therefore) was., by tin- aid of its brute 
majority, to vote down his in otion .for 
inquiry . To the public this action 
of the government will be just as strong 
proof of the guilt of the govern- 
ment and its officers as any find- 
ing of a commission cutild be. I lad the 
government been conscious of its inno- 
cence it would have been only too 
ready to grant such an investigation 
as was demanded; for the failure of 
Sir Ilibbert Tupper to make good his 
charges before the commission he him- 
self had asked for would have 
overwhelmed him .with disgrace and so 
thoroughly have discredited the Con- 
servative party in the eyes of the 
country that the Liberals, in spite of 
their many other misdeeds, would 
have had no difficulty in securing an- 
other lease of power at the next elec- 
tions. The government, it will be 
remembered, when Sir Ilibbert Tupper 
first brought these scandals before par- 
liament, asked for an investigation 
of them, declaring that it would be 
willing to grant such an investiga- 
tion if, when Commissioner Ogilvie's 
report came to hand, it wore found 
that his investigation hud not been 
a complete investigation, anil if Sir 
Hlbbert Tapper would then put his 
charges In specific form nnd make 
thorn on his responsibility as u mem- 
ber of parliament. The government 
was evidently pluylng a bluff, and 



thought Sir Hibbort Tupper would not 
take it at its word. But Sir .Ilibbert 
Tupper has done so, and bus. pro- 
duced specific charges overwhelming 
in number and detail. That the gov- 
ernment cannot now face this investi- 
gation is conclusive evidence of the 
weakness of its case. That Mr. Ogil 
vie s so-called investigation was not i 
satisfactory inquiry is generally ircc- 
ognized; such is not only Conserva- 
tive opinion; but there is testimony to 
this effect from unimpeachable Liber- 
al authority. When Sir Hibbort Tup- 
per originally brought this matter be- 
fore parliament Messrs. Kichurdsou 
and Oliver voted with the government 
against Sir Hibbort Tuppor's motion; 
declaring, iu so doing, that they be- 
lieved the government was anxious for 
a proper investigation into this mat- 
tor, and that if, when Mr, Ogilvie's re- 
port came to hand it were found that 
a proper investigation had not been 
hold, they would vote for su:-n an mi- 
quiry as Sir Ilibbert Tupper desire,]. 
Mr. Ogilvie's report has come to hand. 
Messrs. Oliver and Richardson do no' 
consider it satisfactory, and to-day are 
found voting against the government 
and in support of Sir Hibbort Tapper's 
n|otion. AYith them, in support of 
that motion, voted another L' bora I 
member, Mr. Mclnnes. The fact tl>*t 
these throe Liberals, strong p irty men 
as they , are, have been forced by their 
convictions to vote in opposliijj to the 
government upon this matter is 
a fact of the greatest significance and 
will still further convince the public 
of the cowardliness and untena'bility 
of the government's position. The 
significance of this fact is added t.. 
by the circumstance that these three 
Liberal members are Western mem- 
bers. They are in a position to know 
more about the facts respecting Mr. 
Siftou's administration <of tlie Yukon 
than all those Eastern members wh 
obeyed the crack of the party whip nnd 
voted against an investigation. 
The damage to Mr. Siftou's prestige by 
three Western members voting against 
the government on this question is 
almost- uh groat as though Sir Ilibbert 
Tupper had succeeded in carrying his 
motion despite the government's opposi- 
tion. Mr. Sifton represents the West in 
the Cabinet; and yet on a vital ques- 
tion of his Western administration, in- 
volving the fate of the government, he 
cannot curry with him the support of the 
Western Liberal members, throe, and 
the most influential three, out of the nine 
voting against him. It is indeed n Pyr- 
rhic victory that Mr. Sifton has won, 
and he, no doubt, host recognizes that 
fact.

A political rottenness for which the 
Iltirdy government should be held re- 
sponsible by decent people in Ontario 
is proved by the trial of the protest 
against the election of Mr. Maonish, 
Liberal, in West Elgin. One of the 
judges, who on Monday, voided the elec- 
tion and unseated Mr. Mncnish (Judge 
Osier), said that prior to these revet n- 
tions the Russell election of many years 
ago had been considered typical of a cor- 
rupt election at its worst, but he thought 
this rivalled it. Chin .Justice Meredith 
agreed, And the deadly significance of the 
judges' view is that the West Elgk 
corruption was not accidental or local, 
but wa.s unmistakably a systematic, de- 
liberately planned campaign for which 
the public lias a right to hold the Hardy 
govern men t responsible. 

Mr. Maenlsh and his counsel to shorten 
the trial and doubtless prevent complete 
exposures (there were two hundred and 
fifty-two separate charges of corruption), 
signed the following admissions: They 
were published yesterday; they merit 
publication again, for every honest man 
ill the province, whatever his party 
uillliations, ought to try to sjze up this 
matter with a view to holding somebody 
responsible. Mr. Macoish's statement 
was: 

I. That u large number of persons 
were specially scut into the constituency 
by men working on. behalf of the Liberal 
party for the express purpose of taking 
part on Mr. Mucnish's behalf in the elec- 
tion held January I2tll. I.S'.l'.l, and we 
believe that fraudulent and corrupt 
means were used by some of such per- 
sons to secure his election. 

'1. 'Phut several of the said persons il- 
legally and without authority, acted na 
deputy returning officers at the said elec- 
tion, and in at least titree cases so acted 
In the names of reputable local men. hav- 
ing, under assumed names, been intro- 
duced to the returning otlleer by local 
agents of Mr. Mticuish, 

\\. That in many of the polling sub- 
divisions of the riding there were grave 
ii regularities connectd with the return 
of the ballot boxes and their contents, 
the voting, and the counting Of the bal- 
lots thereat, 

-I- That there were large numbers of 
persons brought into the riding- for the 
express purpose of personating legitimate 
voters, and assisted by some of Mr. Mac- 
nish's local supporters such persons did 
personate qualified voters in voting for 
Mr. Mncnish, 

. r >. That the declared number of voters 
for Mr. Mncnish largely exceeded the 
number of bona fide votes cast for him. 

(i. That n large number of ballots east 
for Mr. MacDiarmld were in some ne- 
farious and corrupt manner manipulated, 
whereby the result of the election was 
rendered doubtful, ami that in this con- 
nection the voting tit Shcdden and Mid- 
dlemurch, and in several divisions in St. 
Thomas where said strangers so noted as 
deputy returning officers, merits special 
mention. 

7. Thill there are good reasons to be- 
lieve that I here are many specific and 
well authenticated cases where agents 
of Mr. Mncnish concealed al their homes 
some of the strangers, who there paid 
large sums of money to electors to in- 
duce them to vote for him. 

We do nol see how such a statement 
as the above can he read without the 
fooling that corruption of the kind out- 
lined is possible only with the connivance 
of some of the leaders of the Liberal 

party in Ontario. The ■scale of corrup- 
tion is too big, the plan too systematic, 
the work too wholesale, to be the result 
of accidental or temporary local rotten- 
ness. No small local wire-pullers in this 
district or that could be al the bottom of 
corruption on the scale admitted by Mr. 
Maonish. No local purses would put up 
all the money necessary to do so large a 
rushing business. It seems to us pni-
